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PARIS, June l l . — The shooting of 
M ajor Alfred Dreyfus in the Pan­ 
theon during the canonizing of the 
late author, Emile Zola, may lead to 
a reopening of the famous Dreyfus 
caae or even to revolution in France. 
Louis Anthene Gregoris, Dreyfus’ 
assailant, is in prison. 
That Dreyfus 
escaped instant death at the assas­ 
sin's hands is marvelous, or the shot 
was fired at close range and un­ 
doubtedly with the intent to 
kill. 
More than 300 arrests have been 
made, and Paris is greatly wrougnt 
tip over the incident. 
It is evident 
th at the feeling for and against Drey­ 
fus is as strong today as ever. Gre­ 
goris stated while in prison th at he 
had fired not at Dreyfus but at Drey* 
fusism. 
It was reported at the time 
President Fallieres had been as­ 
sassinated, and so excited were the 
crowds in and around the Pantheon 
th a t the police failed utterly to con­ 
trol them. 
Gregoris is not an or­ 
d in ary fanatic and is not an anarch­ 
ist. 
He is a man of m ature age, well

educated and a w riter of authority 
on m ilitary subjects. 
By this shoot­ 
ing the whole Dreyfus affair may in­ 
directly be opened before July.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., June IS. 
(Special.)—On Wednesday morning, 
Melville E. Trux. special correspon­ 
dent of the “ Motor Boat” magazine 
and The La Crosse Tribune, will start 
in his power boat Thistle on a jour­ 
ney through the navigable length of 
the Mississippi river from below the 
government lock dam in this city to 
the mouth of the great Father of Wa­ 
ters at New Orleans. 
With him will 
be his assistant and engineer, Myron 
D. Savage, and from the time of the 
start these gentlemen will be almost 
continuously on the water until !ate 
in the fall. 
This trip is planned and run under 
the auspices of “ Motor Boat,” an up- 
to-date magazine which deals with 
the sport, and Its purpose Is to or­ 
ganize and further the sport along 
the Mississippi. 
Continuous efforts 
will be made to organize motor boat 
clubs in each of the cities visited 
and the undertaking has been plan­ 
ned as an attem pt to concentrate the 
attention of enthusiasts to the river 
and its possibilities for pleasure and 
profit. 
Mr. Trux will devote his entire 
time to the gathering of data con­ 
cerning the great waterway, its past, 
Its needs and its possibilities. Aside 
from the value of this inform ation In 
connection with pending 
Improve­ 
ments, there is a wealth of romantic 
history and tradition, which, aa an 
embellishment, should make the re­ 
sults of this trip intensely interesting 
and of undoubted news value.

He will attend all the 
big race and aquatic events along 
the river and his trip Is to include 
the promotion of motor boating in 
every practical way. 
Twenty-six Foot Boat. 
The journey will be made in a 26- 
foot “ Pope Special” boat, manufac­ 
tured by the Pope company of Fond 
du Lac, Wis. 
This boat is-of 10-12 
horse power and is driven by the Da­ 
vis double opposed auto marine en­ 
gine, hidden under the thw art seats. 
The engine is ignited by a storage 
battery, charged from an Apple gen­ 
erator connected 
with 
the engine. 
The battery lights the boat, includ­ 
ing the red and green steering lights. 
A powerful acetylene searchlight and 
generator is also installed on 
the 
Thistle.

the entire cockpit and 
e after deck when not 
pray hood completes the 
top and renders the boat absolutely 
tight from high seas or rain. Al­ 
though the Thistle Is not a speed 
boat, she can hit up 15 or 16 miles 
an hour down stream and thus will 
be able to make time whenever a 
spurt is necessary. 
She is

with a noisy siren ftnd the cushions 
of her seats are life preservers, ready 
for use at any time of danger. 
Leaving the government dam on 
Thursday her first stop will be at 
Red Wing which is a gr*»at motor 
boat resort. 
Over two hundred of 
these power boat* are on the river 
at this city and a great reception is 
being planned for Mr. Trux. 
It is his Intention to spend but a 
day or two in each city as the Thistle 
is booked to be in Muscatine, Iowa, 
July 3 and 4 for a big motor boat 
meet on those dates.
